D. C., May 11—The Chicago 
troubie has been the sole topic of discussion 
here to-day. The very general impression 
among Republicans is that it substantially ends 
the third-term movement and rules the ex-Pres- 
dent out. . 

“He ought to withdraw at once,” is the com- 
ment of many Republican Congressmen. It is 
indecent and ruinous to his reputation to make 
a cat-and-dog fight for the nomination. He 
disgusts the country, and -this Chicago business 
would make his election impossible even if he 
grabbed the nomination.” 

The third-termers are ed, and some of 
them to-day openly declare that for the sake of 
harmony in the party it is now necessary to 
think of another man. Senator Windom is the 
“other man” named. He was nominated by 
Mr. Conkling last winter as his second choice, 
and itis known that Mr. Windom has for some 
time past freely expressed his belief that the ex- 
President’s nomination would split the party 
and be fatal to blican success. The pro-

The third-term syndicate by no means give up 
the ex-President.

THE THIRD-TERM BOLTERS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

Crrcaao, May 15.—I am a straight Republican, 
and desire the success of my party, and will vote 
for Grant if nominated, though he is not my 
first choice. 

I wish to say a word about the “third-term”™ 
bolt last Monday. The last poor vestige of dig- 
nity attaching to the third-term campaign was 
hopelesly wrecked in this city on Saturday last.

Federal and county employés who had the cour- 
age, against orders, to support the anti-third- 
term delegate ticket, were openly warned to de- 
sist and threatened with summary removal in 
the event of refusal—and this at the 
Anti-Grant Republicans were 
— by the judges at nearly every poll in 
city: and nothing but a systematic and per- 
sistent exercise of the right of challenge pre- 
vented Republican opponents of the third-term 
from being overwhelmed and outvoted at their 
own primaries by Democrats offering to vote for 
third-term delegates. Every known species of 
bulidozing was resorted to by the third-term 
managers from personal threats of removal 
from office to offers of Democratic roughs, 
shoulder-hitters, and thugs to “fight it out on 
this line if it takes all summer.”

This arbitrary course, intended to 
force upon the Convention as its Chairman a 
person representing the minority, was at once 
resented, and justiy, too. The majority of any 
deliberative body has the right to control its 
organization. And out of this determination of 
the majority to assert its rights, and its act in 
doing 60, sprang the bolt of forty-five delegates. 
After the Convenuon had completed its organi- 
zation it acted on contes elections, but 
only seated one set of contestants, 
part of the delegation—eleven out of fifteen— 
of the Twelfth Ward. This increased 
the anti-Grant strength to 133. Then the third- 
termers retired, but the act of retirement de- 
veloped an unexpected weakness in their ranks.

AD JOURNMENT. 
THE HOUSE ACTION. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune, 
Wasmineton, D. C., May 14.—The House 
passed the resolution to finally adjourn Con- 
gress on May 31, by a vote of 121 yeas to W nays, 
and the probiem now is to see how that decree 
can be executed. The filibusters abandoned 
their purpose, if they ever entertained it, of en- 
deavoring to prevent the final adoption of the 
resolution by dilatory measures, and after a few 


formal votes had been taken, enough to accu- . 


rately define the position of the me mbers upon 
the different questions. they consented that the 
final vote should be taken without further oppo- 
sition. In the half-hour of debate, however, 
that is allowed under the new rules, there were 
some sharp expreasions of opinion. Tucker, of 
Virginia, thought the Democrats would be 
wanting in their duty ff they failed to pass 
some orf the Tariff bills before adjournment, a 
suggestion which Cook, of Georgia, 
VERY NEATLY TURNED UPON TUCKER, 

who is a member of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, by saying: Tou don’t do anything in 
the Ways and Means Committee. We dave 
asked you for bread, and you have given 
us @ stone.” Yet Tucker asked if the 
Congressmen were afraid to remain 
here and to attend to the business 
for which they were elected, but he admitted 
that the Tariff bill brought from the Committee 
was a bantling bill, and that even that measure 
was to be abandoned by the House. 

Mr. Stevenson, of LUlinois, protested that Con- 
grese ought not to adjoury without making some 
provision for counting the Electoral votes. 
Weaver, the Greenbacker, insisted that there 
should be no adjournment, because there are 
1,200 bills on the. calendar; because there are 
many contested .election cases undisposed of; 
and because the duty on printing-paper 
and salt has not been abolished. 
To adjourn, he said, now is a_ trick, 
and he probably helped some Congressmen to 
vote to adjourn by informing them of the great 
schemes that would be pressed upon the Treas- 
ury in the name ot the soldiers undet his own 
bill unless there should be an adjournment. 

AIKEN AND O'CONNOR, 
of South Carolina, both insisted that their votes 
for adjournment were, not to be considered as 
indicating that they are opposed to tariff re- 
form. It is suggested, however, that the solid 
vote of the South Cafolina delegation, prac- 
tically cast against the consideration of the 
Tarif pill, is occasioned by the fact that 
in this little bantling bill, as Tucker 
termed it, there is a considerable reduction pro- 
posed in the duty upon rice, and for that reason 
the united voice of South Carolina favors an 
early adjournment. It is even intimated that

THE RAILROADS. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT BUSINESS. 
It was generally believed in railroad circies 
that the east-bound freight shipments for the 
week ending May 8 when the five pool lines 
carried but 23,490 tons, were about as light as 
they could possibly be, but the statement for the 
week ending May 15 makes a still worse showing, 
the shipments of grain, flour, and provisions 
amounting to only 21,165 tons. This is the poor- 
est showing made for years, and it is hardly pos- 
sible that business can get much worse. The 
largest amount of shipments by any one road 
was 6,440 tons—the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & 
Chicago; and the smallest 1,545 tous—the Balti- 
more & Ohio. This makes but 640 cars for the 
Fort Wayne and 2 10 cars for the Bal- 
timore & Ohio. hat the roads can- 
not live on such business must be 
apparent to everybody,and itis therefore not 
surprising that the lines leading East from this 
city are anxious that a further reduction in 
rates should be made in order to stimulate rail 
shipments. As it is, the lake is taking nearly all 
the business, and only the leav go to the 
railroads. An effort will be made the man- 
agers of these roads at the meeting of the 
“High Joints” to be held in New 
York May 2%, to bring about a reduc- 
tion, but it its doubtful whether they 
will succeed, as thei trunk-line managers mean 
to keep up the present rates throughout the 
summer. The trunk lines, Tea ae the 
New York Central and Erie do not suffer 
from the lake competition to the extent that the 
roads from Chicago and other Western points 
do. Theformer get a large share of the lake 
business at the Lake Erie ports, and, with high 
rail-rates, their proportion from Buffalo to 
New York is much r that it would be 
if low rates prevailed. hat they lose in the 
amount of shipmentsthey more than make up 
by the higher rates they receive. Itis a sur- 
rising fact that the Baltimore & Ohio supports 
fre New York lines in keeping up the present 
rates, although this line has to depend almost 
entirely upon the business it gets from its 
Western rail-connections. lis position in 
to this will not look 

so. stran when fact is taken 
into consideration that this line during the last 
few months has managed to run ahead of its 
lar percentage from this point about 30,000 
tons. It can, therefore, afford to lie idle nearly 
all summer, as this will be much more profita- 
dle than to turn the business over tothe roads 
that have run behind. This explains the reason 
why the other trunk lines permitted the Balti- 
more & Ohio to run sa far ahead 
of its — percentage without forcing 
it to equalize by turning the business over to the 
other roads. This fact alone ought to convince 
the Western roads in the Joint Executive Com- 
mittee that the east-bound pool is run purely in 
the interest of the trunk lines, and they manip- 
ulate affairs so as to getall the profits at the ex- 
pense of the Western linea. The roads leading 
East from Chicago would long ago have annihi- 
lated the Eastern grab-game if they could act 
independently. But they are owned and con- 
trolled by the New York trunk lines and have to 
dance to the tune of the managers of the latter 
whether they like it or not. But many of the 
Southwestern roads. which suffer to same 
extent, if not more so, than the Chicago lines,

MILTON’S MISERY. 
The Scene of the Conflagration 


Visited by Thousands 
Yesterday. 


Money, Provisions, and Clothing Lib- 
erally Supplied to the Strick- 


en People. 


The Militia Wanted to Preserve the 
Peace and Protect Property. 


Losses Aggregate $1,700,000; Total 
Insurance, $686,000. 


Record of Lesser Fires at Other Points 
Yesterday. 


THE MILTON CONFLAGRATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

MiLrox, Pa., May 15.—The scene of the con- 
flagration was visited to-day by thousands of 
people from Williamsport, Harrisburg, Sunbury, 
Louisburg, and other points. There were long 
lines of conveyances on the streets of the demol- 
ished town from the rural districts, and to-mor- 
row (Sunday) a still larger crowd is expected to 
witness the ruins. So great is the anxiety to see 
the wreck that the fire has accomplished, that 
demands have been made upon the raiiroad 
authorities to run excursion trains, but this 
accommodation will not be granted at 
the request of the citizens of Milton, 
who desire to spend a peaceful Sabbath, if 
possible. Although there has been no indica- 
tion of any lawless scenes, the Burgess of this 
town this afternoon called on the Governor for 
a detachment of the Twelfth Infantry, Nation- 
al Guard, to 

PREVENT ANY DEPREDATIONS. 
The Governor suggested that an organization 
had better be formed here, but this idea was 
not acceptable, and he to-night telegraphed 
that the companies from Williamsport should 
be furnished to preserve the peace, provided 
the Sheriff of the county demonstrated His in- 
ability to carry out the end without the aid 
of military. Many of the citizens regard 
this as a critical period, and would be 
much disappointment if the troops were not 
forwarded. They consider their presence neces- 
sary not only to the preservation of peace, but 
for the protection of the vaults of the two banks 
destroyed, which contain a large amount of 
money. A call on the Governor was made after 
the attempted firing of the only hotel left stand- 
ing in the town by an unknown person. A 
quantity of burning rags had been placed under 
a wooden door-sill, but the fire was discovered 
before it had made dangerous headway. The 
Burgess prociaimed that $500 reward would be 
paid for 
THE ARREST OF THE GUILTY PERSON, 
and forthwith several individuals rushed wildly 
through the street for the incendiary, but failed 
to capture him. There was talk of lynching him 
if caught. The fire has scarcely any food to 
feed on. It is only burning at a few points, and 
there not vigorously. From the 600 buildings 
laid waste, there are scarcely a dozen from 
whose ruins any smoke is arising. Nearly every 
particle of lumber has been burned to 
ashes, which 1 attributable to the 
fact that scarcely any water was 
put on the débris. It is impossible to 
tell what the loss by the fire will aggregate, but 
careful estimates fix it at about $1,700,000, and

Over 600 houses were 
burned to the ground, and nothing remains but 
the smoldering: ruins. Money, clothing, and 
provisions are being Hberally supplied to the 
unfortunate inhabitants, the Pennsylvania etttes 
vying with each other as to which shall con- 
tribute most generousiy. Owing to the many 
attempts of incendiaries to fire the buildings 
which were left standing, the Governor has been 
calied on to send some companies of the State 
militia to protect the town. It is not improba- 
ble that the number of incendiary attempts 
has been exaggerated, as the first reports ex- 
aggerated the loss of life: So far as known, 
only one person, an old gentieman of % years, 
perished in the flames. One woman has since 
died of fright. 


By a vote of 121 to 90 the House of Repre- 
sentatives yesterday agreed to adjourn on tne 
Sist of May. This determination was arrived at 
in order to prevent any reform of the present 
tariff system, and the result was accomplished 
by a combination of Protectionists of all classes; 
the iron Protectionists of Pennsylvania, the 
sugar Protectionists of Louisiana; the friends 
of the New York salt monopoly and of the New 
England paper monopoly; the South Caro- 
linians, who dreaded a reduction in the duty on 
rice; and Gen. Garfield and Mr. Frye, who are 
opposed to any change whatever in the pres- 
ent system, . Notwithstanding this vote it is 
not at all certain that the adjournment 
will take place on the day indicated. The 
appropriation bills are in a very backward state 
at present, and there are several very important 
measures pending before the House which it is 
very essential shali be dealt with this session. 
The Senate, too, may not concur, and the indica- 
tions are that they will not until some measure 
in regard to the Electoral count is adopted.

THE “UNIT RULE” IN ILLINOIS. 
Information has been conveyed to THE 
TRIBUNE that, in case the third-termers shall 
be able to secure the majority in the State 
Convention next Wednesday, it is the pur- 
pose of Long Jones and John A. Logan, 


the managers of the third-term movement in 


this State, to impose third-term instructions 
upon the district delegates as well as the 
delegates-at-large, adopt the “unit rule,” 
and apply it to tne entire State delegation. 
We are not disposed to credit this state- 
ment, because it seems scarcely possible that 
the desperation of the third-termers will 
drive them to this suicidal policy. Illinois 
has never yet subscribed to the State- 
supremacy doctrine which this program 
always implies. The Republican party in 
this State has never yet sought to snuff out 
the sentiment of its voters as expressed at 
the district caucuses. The Congressional 


’ districts have always been permitted to select 


their delegates to the National Convention 
according to the majority’s preference, and 
these district delegates have never been ex- 
pected to vote in convention in any other 
way than a majority of their particular con- 
stituencies indicate. If Senator Logan shall 
emulate in this State the example set by 
Senator Conkling in New York and Senator 
Cameron in Pennsylvania, he will bring 
down a storm upon himself and the third- 
term movement that will do more damage 
than an Iowa “blizzard” or a Missouri 
tornado. The Republicans of Lilinois have 
not yet sold themselves out body and soul to 
any one man, and Senator Logan will do well 
not to display any bogus bill of sale at 
Springfield. 

Even if the third-term managers should de- 
velop the necessary strength and inclination 
at Springfield to pass instructions and nomi- 
nally adopt the unit rule,“ such action will 
not be considered binding by the districts, 
which will proceed to appoint their dele- 
gates, as they have the right to do; and there 
is no question but the Chicago Convention 
will flow the Cincinnati Convention and 
previous precedent by sustaining the right of 
every individual delegate to vote as he 
chooses. Hence the third-termers will 
gain no advantage by resorting to 
the State-sovereignty plan of running 
the State Cogvention,. if they prove to 
be in the majority, but they will have con- 
firmed the wide-spread suspicion that their 
purpose is to rule or rum, and will create a 
revolt against their usurpation that will se- 
riously endanger the chances of the Repub- 
lican State ticket, The Republican party has 
higher claims than the machine“ managers 
of the third-term movement, and these claims 
cannot be stamped out with impunity. 

The announcement of the third-term pur- 
pose is not calculated to aid the third-termers 
in securing a majority in the State Conven- 
tion, which will only be possible by recog- 
nizing bolters as having superior rights. If 
the State Convention, under the whip of 
Long“ Jones & Co., shall take this unpre- 
cédented course, its subsequent action will 
really be of small significance; for the infiu- 
ence of Illinois third-termers will be com- 
pletely broken in the National Convention. 
There is but one of two results possible in 
this State so far as the National Convention 
is concerned—viz.: Either the National dele- 
gates will be divided pro rata according to 
the manifestation of Republican sentiment 
throughout the State, or the disfranchising 
of the anti-third-term sentiment by giving 
bolters rights which no party has ever recog- 
nized will lead to a contest in the National 
Convention that will be fatal to the third- 
term movement. Perhaps it is in the hands 
of the third-termers to decide which of these 
two courses shall be taken. The composition 
of the State Convention on Wednesday will 
show. But if it shall prove to be in their 
power to decide the alternative we have in- 
dicated, common prudence as well as com- 
mon justice should prompt them to take 
what they may be entitled to rather than to 
risk the loss of all their hopes. 


THE CHICAGO PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

Mayor Harrison, in bis late message to the 
City Council, referred to the Public Library, 
its value in a property sense, and. to the 
danger of its total loss in case of fire. The 
Mayor said:

described by the Mayor, is also due to the 
neglect of the city authorities. After the 
great fire, and the establishment of the 
Public Library, there was a general desire 
to provide a suitable and permanent building 
for it. The old Post-Office and Custom-House 
site was considered as the best location in the 
city for the purpose. It was understood that 
that site would be altogether too small for 
such new building as the Government might 
want, and, being no longer needed by the 
United States, it was deemed advisable to 
procure it, if possible, for our Public Li 
brary. 

For this purpose an appeal was made to 
Congress by the city authorities, and, in con- 
sideration of the condition of the city at that 
time, Congress directed an exchange of that 
lot for an unimproved lot owned by the city 
on the river. When this legislation had been 
matured it was discovered that, the lot on the 
river having been scheol property, the Board 
of Education claimed the deed from the Gov- 
ernment to the old Post-Office lot. The 
Board of Education persisted in the claim, 
refused to allow the property to be used for 
public library purposes, and, having no 
money at the time to improve the lot, sat 
down, after the fashion of the dog in the 
manger, unable to use the lot for school pur- 
poses and refusing to allow it to be used for 
library purposes. The result has been that 
the Public Library has had to lease quarters 
in private buildings, paying high rents there- 
for, while the Board of Education, 
after leaving the old Post-Office buiid- 
ing idle for some years, found a ten- 
ant, who, in consideration of a cheap rent, 
patched up the old building, and has been 
and is now using it fora theatre. The lot 
was obtained from Congress upon the ex- 
press promise that it was to be devoted to 
the uses of a public IWrary: and had it not 
been the understanding that it was to be de 
voted to that public purpose Congress would 
not have even listened to the proposition for 
an exchange of lots. 

The Board of Education acted unreasona- 
bly in the matter. It is true the lot was 
technically “school property,” but it was 
nevertheless public property, and the library 
is an important part of the educational system 
of Chicago, and is supported and patronized 
by the same taxpayers who support the 
schools: The exclusion of the Pablic Library 
from that lot has cost the city for rent 
of other premises perhaps more than the 
amount the School Fund has ever realized 
from it. 

The suggestion was made that the building 
would be large enough to furnish the Library 
sufficient room and leave enough space for 
suitable offices for the Board of Education, 
and thus stop the rent the Board is paying 
for hired quarters; but the high and lordly 
Board at the time scouted any partnership 
occupation, so the public has ever since been 
taxed to pay rent for the Library rooms, and 
also to pay rent for the extensive rooms of 
the Board of Education. This is a clear il- 
lustration of the abomination of Board“ 
government,—a minor department setting up 
an independent proprietorship of public 
property, and compelling the wholeWity to 
submit to its irresponsible and stupid dicta- 
tion. 

The Board of Education still exists, but its 
membership has changed, and we suggest to 
Mayor Harrison that he wrestle with that 
Board on the subject. Let him ascertain 
when the present lease of the theatre ex- 
pires, and on what terms that ard will al- 
low the building to be used permanently by 
the Public Library. We concede it is master 
of the situation. Though he is Mayor of 
the whole city, his authority does not in- 
clude the Board of Edjication, except to ap- 
point its members, ‘re may, however, be 
some members of that Board reasonable 
enough to comprehe}d that the use of the 
building for a public library will contribute 
as much to general instruction and education 
as its use by a theatre; that the Library is in 
daily danger of being destroyed and lost, and 
that a nominal rent from the Library will 
satisfy the demands of the law, and at the 
same time relieve the Public Library and the 
city from a present heavy charge for rent. 

That building, with reasonable annual ex- 
penses, could be readily adapted to the uses 
ofa public library; it would answer all the 
purposes and meet the wants of the public 
for twenty-five years to come; its location is 
the most central that could be found, and 
every consideration of public convenience, 
justice, and propriety suggests that the prop- 
erty asked of Congtess for the Library, 
granted by Congress for the Library, and 


grabbed by the Board of Education from the 


Library, should be now devoted to the uses of 
the Library. If the building is not at the 
disposal of the Board, that body may now 
take such action as will give assurance that 
it will be given to the Library atthe termina- 
tion of the present lease. 


THE CINCINNATI FESTIVAL. 

The great event to which musicians and 
the musical people of this country will look 
with interest this week is the fourth bien- 
nial Festival at Cincinnati, which opens on 
Tuesday and closes with an extra concert 
complimentary to Miss Annie Louise Cary 
on Saturday, before leaving for Europe 
shortly to fulfill her operatic engagements 
with Mr. Mapleson. In all its features the 
Festival promises to eclipse its predecessors, 
brilliant as they were. The chorus will 
number 600 voices, which is about the size of 
the previous choruses, and presumably the 
material is about the same, though we may 
expect better work from it, as Mr. Thomas 
has been on the ground continuously, and 
has thus been able to devote himself to his 
work without iuterruption. It is no secret 
that he has been more exacting in his re- 
hearsals than ever before, apd that his 
singers have not failed to respond to his 
demands, however rigid they were. His 
orchestral furce, numbering 155 pieces, the 
basis of which is the New York Philhar- 
monic Orchestra, with reinforcements from 
Cincinnati, is not only the best but 
the largest body of players that has 
ever assembled on any similar occa- 
sion in this country. As to this 
point there can be no question, and 
those who attend will have -the rare 
pleasure of hearing better playing than the 
have ever heard before, or possibly may ever 
hear again. The solo talent has been very 
judiciously selected, and with special refer- 
ence to the works on the programs. It in- 
cludes Miss Amy Sherwin, soprano, who has 
already been heard in this city, and who has 
sung with Mr. Thomas in heavy works in 
New York; Miss Annie B. Norton, a very 
promising young singer of Cincinnati and a 
pupil of the college in that city, soprano; 
Miss Annie Louise Cary,-aito, whose name is 
a household word in this country; Miss 
Emma B. Cranch, of Cincinnati, alto, a very 
accomplished artist; Signor Campanini, un- 
questionably the greatest of living tenors; 
Mr. Harvey, an English tenor, of whom 
rumor speaks well, but who has yet his rep- 
utation to make; Mr. J. F. Rudolphsen, 
basso, a teacher in the Musical College in 
Cincinnati; and Mr. M. D. Whitney, basso, 
whose presence is indispensable in any large 
musical festival. The programs are con- 
structed with that rare degree of skill and 


Bach, Mozart, and Handel, represented in 
their order by the Cantata “Ein Feste 
Burg,” which Mr. Thomas has adapted for 
performance; by the C major symphony, 
popularly known as the “Jupiter”; and by 
the great “Jubilate” which Handel wrote 
upon the command of Queen Anne to cele 
ebrate the Peace of Utrecht. The second 
program will contain but two numbers,—the 
Schumann D minor symphony and the great 
and majestic Second Mass in D major of 
Beethoven, to hear which is the musical 
event of a lifetime. At the third concert 
Dudley Buck’s prize-composition, Seenes 
from Longfellow’s *Golden Legend,’” the 
colossal overture to Berlioz’s “King Lear,” 
and two scenes from The Gotterdimmer- 
ung,” the third act of Wagner’s famous 
Trilogy, will be performed. The last con- 
cert is termed a Beethoven night,”—a 
species of nomenclature first employed by 
Mr. Thomas. in Chicago, when his Bee- 
thoven and Wagner nights were 80 
famous. The program will include 
the Fifth Symphony of Beethoven, 
always a popular one, a repetition of the 
Mass, and will close with one of the series 
of four “Coronation Anthems” of Handel, 
called “Zadok, the Priest.” So far as the 
purely business part of the Festival is con- 
cerned, that also is beyond doubt of success, 
as the receipts from the sale of seats have al- 
ready exceeded the expenses, so that the 
Festival will result in a handsome profit to 
the Association and to the merchants of the 
city in the increased trade it will bring from 
the crowds of people who will attend. 
Chicago will be represented on this oc- 
casion by a very large delegation of our 
musical people, and this again brings up the 
question why we cannot have a musical festi- 
val. We have the hall and we have the 
singers. It is just as easy to bring soloists 
and an orchestra to Chicago as to Cincinnati. 
It will be easier in the future for Chi- 
cago than for Cincinnati to secure the serv- 
ices of Mr. Thomas. For one person who 
goes to Cincinnati a dozen would come here, 
The only thing that stands in the way is 
the business management. In every other 
musical particular except that of great festi- 
vals, Chicago is in advance of Cincinnati. 
What we need is an organization of shrewd, 
enterprising, energetic, wealthy business- 
men to forma Board of business manage- 
ment and handle the business details, like 
the Cincinnati Festival Association, which is 
composed of busipess-men who are willing 
to give their tiu and their energy to the 
matter. Leaving aside the esthetics of the 
case, it can be made a matter of profit in 
dollars and cents. Is it not worth con- 


sidering ? 


THE CLER'CAL QUESTION IN FRANCE. 

The National Quarterly Review for April 
contains a very powerful article on the 
clerical question in France, contributed by a 
French writer who is evidently thoroughly 
acquainted with his subject and handles it 
in a masterly way. The article is the first of 
a series, thus showing that he proposes to 
treat the question in an exhaustive manner; 
but it is sufficiently comprehensive to in- 
dicate already that the passage of the Educa- 
tional bill is but an incident of the struggle, 
and that the real issue involved is the old- 
time contest between Republicanism and 
Ultramontanism. To present even an ab- 
stract of such a closely-written and philo- 
sophieal paper is difficult in the space at our 
command, but we may succeed in sketching 
some of the more salient points. 

At the outset he lays down the broad gen- 
eral position that this struggle has been re- 
newed again in France because the clergy 
have been allowed to increase their influence 


until the harmonious working of republican- | 


ism had become almost an impossibility, and 
because, while the Church and despotic gov- 
ernments can work amicably together, being 
closely related, democracy and moral despot- 
ism cannot be long at peace, having no com- 
mon basis of agreement. In France the hos 
tilities were opened by the clergy, as the law 
passed by the Chambers regulating public in- 
struction does not interfere with concessions 
previously made to the clergy, nor does it 
introduce a single new principle or disposi- 
tion into French public law. “It does 
strictly nothing else but to reassert those 
principles and dispositions of the public law 
of France which were violated for party 
purposes in 1850 and 1875 to please the 
clergy.” And again: It is not a simple 
privilege which is withdrawn by Govern- 
ment, but a real abuse of the law, which 
must be stopped. The enormous multiplica- 
tion of religious congregations under the 
Empire had become at the same time a great 
evil and an abuse; and it is perfectly absurd 
to say that a government should not inter- 
fere with abuses because introduced by the 
clergy.” 

In answer to the argument so often made 
that the teaching of children belongs to those 
who can give guarantees of morality and 
ability, and that itis a violation of their liberty 
to prevent the clergy from opening educa- 
tional institutions, he shows that the clergy 


are not prevented from having such institu- 


tions and that they possess many of them. 
The object of the law was to prevent Jesuits 
and others never incorporated by law from 
forming educational associations, as itisa 
well-known principle in law that all associa- 
tions must derive their legal existence by in- 
corporation under the law ofthe land. At 
the time of the passage of this law there were 
more than 25,000 persons organized into es- 
tablishments in France without a legal exist- 
ence. How they have succeeded in thriving 
and acquiring wealth is shown by the follow- 
ing illustration: 


Two years ago, in one of the central depart- 
ments ot France, a congregation of nuns was ask- 
ing for an additional allocation from the muni- 
cipality of the city where it had its seat. for the 
muintenance of an asylum. As usual, it repre- 
sented how poor it was and how impossible it 
would be tor such a poor congregation to main- 
tain the asylum without the help demanded. 
Some difficulties having arisen between the 
municipality and the couvent before the alloca- 
tion was voted, a member proposed to have an 
inquiry made into the 
the convent, and it was

undred and sixty religious congregations of 

Belgium, owning between them nearly four 
thousand institutions, have amassed property, 
since the revolution of r to 
about two hundred and fift lions. The re- 
ligious congregations of France would, un- 
doubtedly, more than quintuple that amount. 


The clergy took advantage of the weak- 
ness of the tottering Empire to place them- 
selves above the law, and now that a strong 
Government has come into power it resists 
it, first, because such a Government will not 
tolerate violation of law, and second, because 
the future of the Republic lies in the direc- 
tion of its control of education. Under the 
Church, education is hostile to the Govern-

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ten eongregations of men managing 500 or 
600 educational institutions and 900 congrega- 
tions of women with 3,200 educational insti- 
tutions, besides eight universities and ninety 
episcopal seminaries under the control of 
the Church. 

The real cause of the anger against the 
bill is that the Jesuit colleges will have to pass 
into other religious keeping. At one time this 
would not have excited comment, but now 
the Chureh in France, according to this 
writer, bas been Ultramontanized, and to 
touch the Jesuits is to touch the Church. He 
draws the following strong picture of the 
relations between the two: N 


Ultramontanism fs the Prince, and Jesuftism 
the Minister. Cltramontanism is the institu- 
tion. and Jesuitism the secret machinery through 
which it is spread. worked, and managed all over 
the world. Itramontanism is the very essence 
of theocracy, and Jesuitism is moral bondage 
carried to perf . This is the reason why 
Ultramontanism looks upon Jesuitism as its 

recious jewel, because it is its most 
powerful instrument of domination. Without 
the secret action of Jesui among the clergy 
as well as among the great body of Catholics, 
national churches could never have been made 
to abdicate their autonomy lito the hands of the 
Pope as they have done. 


The closing portion of/this article is de- 
voted to a statement of real situation in 
France as regards the workings of the clergy 
which will createastonishment. The Bench, 
the army, the public officers, and the colleges 
of the State are filled with the tools of the 
clergy, whose energies are devoted to an at- 
tempt to paralyze the efforts of the republic- 
an Government. An actual ring has been 
formed between the clergy and nobility and 
influential Catholics, which has succeeded in 
getting an immense number of its protégés 
in every department of the Administration, 
and even in having them appointed in pref- 
erence to those who have not received a cler- 
ical education. Some time since it was found 
that the Chaplains of regiments had organ- 
ized a religious association called the Le- 
gion de St. Maurice, which was to be relied 
upon in case of a coup d’etat, and when its 
dissolution was ordered by the Minister of 
War it reappeared under the name of 
Notre Dame des Soldats, whose ostensible 
object “is to put the soldiers under the pro- 
tection of the most holy Virgin and to pre- 
serve their faith and morals. But its mem- 
bers were lately asked in a most pathetic 
sermon to join with the defenders of la 
bonne cause against the ‘atheistic’ law 
regulating the system of education.” In the 
composition of the Bench he claims that the 
Catholic ascendency has grown into a public 
calamity, and that a very large number of 
judicial decisions within the last four years, 
but mainly under the publicly disgraced 
Ministry of the 16th of May, 1876, have been 
perfectly scandalous,—all principles of law, 
justice, and common fairness being set aside 
whenever clerical or monarchical ambition 
and interests were at stake.“ 

In conclusion this writer asserts what any 
candid person will admit, that it is the duty 
of arepublican Government to organize its 
system of public instruction in such a way 
as to bring those who do not entertain the 
same religious opinions as nearly together as 
possible. And he ends his paper with the 
following strong declaration of the views of 
the Government: ö

CINCINNATI, O., May 15.—The session was 
opened this morning by Dr. Ludwig Nippert, of 
Germany.

Cheese is dull and declining, in sympathy 
with the New York and Liverpool markets. 
There was an easy market tor both kinds of 
dried fruits, and raisins and prunes were quoted 
lower.

Pig iron was inactive, 
and prices were to a great extert nominal. Coal 
sold in a small way at previous quotations. 

Lumber was quiet at the sale docks. The yard 
dealers did a fair business in filling country 
orders. No important change in quotations was 
reported, though it is generally understood that 
yardmen are cutting prices. Wool was quict 
and difficult to quote in the absence of sales. 
Broom-corn was unchanged. Seeds were little 
better than nominal. Theofferings and demand 
were light, the season being about over. Hides 
were steady.

A gentleman from New York, a member of 
the firm in that city supposed to oontrol the 
wheat deal, and the head of the Chicago firm 
which is popularly supposed to be running the 
deal at this end of the line, took dinner 
together last Friday.

Arguing with a Haven. 
From Mark Twain's M Tramp Abroad.” 

One day ina dreamy mood Mark Twain wan- 
dered among the woods on the hills above the 
Neckar. This new melancholy Jacques did not 
find a subject for retiection in“ poor and bank- 
rupt deer,” but, with his own peculiar vein of 
fancy, he discovered something to moralize 
about in the croaking of ravens overhead. As 
an instance of Mark [wain'g powers of imagin- 
ative perception, the passage about the conduct 
of the ravens is worth quoting: 

“ The world was bright with sunshine outside, 
but a deep and mellow twilight reigned in there, 
and also a silence so profound that I seemed to 
bear my own breathings. When | bad stood ten 
minutes, thinking and imagining, and getting 
my ~ ny in tune with the piace, and in the right 
mood to enjoy the supernatural, a raven sud- 
donly uttered a hoarse croak over my head. It 
made me start: and then I was angry 
because 1 started. 1 looked up, and the 
creature was sitting on a limb — over me, 
looking down at me. I felt something 
of the same sense of humiliation and injury 
which one feels when he finds that a human 
stranger has been clandestinely inspecting him 
in his Poon & and mentally commenting upon 
him. I eyed the raven, and the raven eyed me.

ALDRICH’S BILL. 
SENATOR LOGAN AND THE MERCHANTS. 

Senator Logan held a short conference yester- 
day afternoon at his room in the Palmer House 
with John Tyrrell, of the firm of Burley & Tyr- 
rell. John BE. Wilson, of Wilson Bros., Appraiser 
Ham, and John G. Wilson. of G. W. Sheldon & 
Co., in relation to the Aldrich Immediate-Trans- 
portation bill. Senator Logan explained that 
the measure had already passed the House, and 
was now in the hands of the Finance Committee 
of the Senate. An amendment has been sent in 
by the Treasury Department, however, provid- 
ing for quadruplicate instead of triplicate in- 
voices, and his own opinion was that, if Mr. 
John G. Wilson, who understood the subject very 
fully, were to go down to Washington and ex- 
plain that the amendment was wholly unneces- 
sary, the Committee would recommend the pas- 
sage of the bill in the Senate without it. In 
fact, ali of the members of the Committee cx- 
cept Senator Bay its Chairman, were in fa- 
vor of the bill t stood, and Senator Logan 
believed that even Bayard could be persuaded 
that the amendment reaily cut no figure, and 
that to report it to the Senate with a recom- 
mendation that it be tacked on to the bill would 
only kill the measure, for the reason that the 
bill, as thus amended, would have to start on its 
travels again through the two Houses, and there 
would hardly be time for that this session. The 
Senator further said that he would not discuss 
the question whether he should be in 
Washington now or not, but he cer- 
tainly should return there before the 
close of the sessfon—which he did not think 
would occur as early as some people imagitged— 
and work for the passage of the bill with alt his 
might. The first th to do, howevor, was to 
get an early and a favorable report from ‘the 

mmittee on Finance, and this — end, 
he believed, could be accomplished if Mr. Wil- 
son or somebody equally well posted were to f° 
down to Wash u and appear before the

Mr. Wilson acknowled the value of the 
Senator's efforts in behalf of the bill when he 
was in Washington before, and Mr. Tyrrell, 
with a good-natured laugh, remarked that if 
the Senator were not out here now the 
importers would not have this pg heme of 
talking with him on the subject.

MARCUS AURELIUS 
ERNEST RENAN’'S THE XX 


London Correspondence Philadelphia Telegraph. 

“I wish,” said M. Renan, addressing his audt- 
ence, to speak to you about, a book I hold in 
my hand. It sparkles with Divine thought. It 
is the manual of a life of resignation left us by 
the most pious of men, Marcus Aurelius. There 
bave been men exerting a more lasting influence, 
but none were ao perfect as he, It fs the glory 
of sovereigns that the most blameless model of 
virtue should be found in their franks. ° 

“ The hereditary descent of wisdom upon the 
throne is very rare. I know of but two striking 
exampies,—the two admirabie reigns of Antoni- 
nus and Marcus Aurelius. The goodness of An- 
toninus did not make him commit faults; he was 
untormented by the inward wound ever con- 
suming the heartof his adopted son, who was 
the victim of feverish self-examination. The 
finest thoughts are those left unwritten, and on 
this score Antoninus triumphed over M. Aurelius; 
but I must add that we should know little of 
Antoninus but for the portrait painted by his 
adopted son, as if his humility urged him to por- 
tray one better than himself. In the book of 
his ‘Thoughts’ we find the nobie figures of his 
family and his masters. Thus we get an in- 
sight into those old Roman families who had 
lived under the bad Emperors, but who bad 
sternly preserved their republican virtues. They 
were admirers of Cato and the fine old stoics 
whose souls had not bent under tyranny. Domi- 
tian’s reign was hated in those circles. The 
sages who had passed through it without yield- 
ing were honored as heroes.” M. Renan ob- 
served that the wholesome principle of adoption 
had made the Imperial Court of the second cen- 


| tury a nursery of virtue. Nerva, by this desire, 


gave mankind a hundred years of the greatest 
progress known to history. The working of the 
system was illustrated by the instance of Marcus 
Aurelius himself. The throne was reached with- 
out appeal to birth or to any kind of “right 
divine.” The Empire was a civil burden, to 
be accepted when the hour struck, and 
the hour was not to be hastened. Marcus 
Aurelius was but 18 when the Empire was as- 
sured to him.

NONCONFORMISTS. 
THEIR STRENGTH IN THE ENGLISH PARLIAMENT. 
Moncure D. Conway in Cincinnatt Commercial. 

The new Parliament contains a far larger Non- 
conformist force than any known in English 
history, and it will be difficult to keep its hands 
off the Established Church. It is pretty certain 
that Mr. Gladstone’s Cabinet will contain the 
Quaker John Bright, the theistic Unitarians 
Stansfield and Chamberlain, and possibly even 
such heretics as Dilke and Fawcett. The vic- 
tory has been won by Radicalism, and Gladstone 
must give them some appropriate reward. 

I have particularly noticed, also, that most of 
the young Radicals who have been elected are 
graduates of Trinity Hall, Cambridge. More 
than a score of the ew members were there 
graduated,—four times as many as any other 
college has fostered. Trinity Hall is that nest 
of heresy wherein the agnostic Leslie, Stephens, 
and Prof. Faweett plumed their wings.
